Romulus’ political three-ring circus was in 
action again Monday and, as usual, Mayor 
James C. Stewart and Treasurer John B. 
Lewkowicz were in the spotlight. 

The two antagonists bumped heads again — 
as they have been doing with increasing 
frequency of late — this time over the hiring 
of a switchboard operator at city hall. 

Stewart claims it is his right to hire or fire 
anyone for that position. Lewkowicz countere 
that the salary for the position has been in his 
department’s budget the past four years, and 
not only that, but the switchboard operator’s 
booth is a physical part of his “secured” 
treasurer’s office. 

This is about the fifth confrontation in the 
past month between Stewart and Lewkowicz, 
who is a strong supporter of Terry Troutt, and 
is running on the latter’s slate against 
Stewart in the upcoming mayor’s race in the 

fall. u ^ u 

On Monday the feud came to a head when 

Lewkowicz called the Wayne County Sheriffs 
Patrol to come and physically stop Stewart 
from walling up the side of the switchboard 
operator’s room that enters the treasurer’s 
office. 

Television, radio and newspaper reporters 
picked up the call over police radio and soon 
Romulus City Hall was swarming with 
television cameras. 

“The mayor came into my office this 
morning, using vulgarity and knocking over 
filing cabinets,” Lewkowicz said Monday 
morning. “He was really abusive with his 
language. He had some maintenance men 
from the DPW department tearing out a wall 
and walling up the entrance to my office.” 

Actually, Stewart had the maintenance 
men working on the job Saturday morning but 


Lewkowicz walked in about 10 a.m. and or- 
dered the men to leave the building. 

Then on Monday, Lewkowicz physically 
barred the men from doing the renovation 
Stewart ordered. When the men continued 
working, Lewkowicz phoned the Sheriffs 
Patrol, which is on contract to Romulus as 
their law enforcement agency. 

The two officers tried to mediate the 
dispute. In the meantime, news media had 
picked up the police call and had swarmed to 
the scene like ants to a picnic lunch. 

Pat Geldmacher, Lewkowicz’s secretary 
and no fan of Stewart’s, verified that Stewart 
had rushed in Monday morning, using ob- 
cenities and “terrifying” the girls in the 
treasurer’s office by his behaviour. 

“He has the DPW workers ready to tear 
down the walls and has been acting very 
abusive,” said Lewkowicz’ secretary, who 
has woriced for him almost four years. 

“The mayor is also making accusations 
that we the treasurer’s department are short 
of money. The treasurer's office went to the 
accounting department to verify an overdraft 
and found none,” she pointed out. 

She glanced at the men standing in the hall 
waiting to remodel the switchboard 
operator’s office and said, “We have DPW 
men standing in the hall, wasting the tax- 
payers’ money.” 

Then she added: “It’s been rumored that 
Mr. Stewart would fire anyone who processed 
the employment papers of the new em- 
ployee.” 

The new employee — and focal point of the 
discussion — is. Renee Dembirski, the girl 
Lewkowicz hired about two weeks ago. 

Stewart claims cha- there were two co-op 
workers available at city hall and that 
Lewkowicz was wasting taxpayers’ money to 
go out and hire a new employee temporarily 


to fill in for the regular switchboard operator, 
Goldie Eaton, who is on a medical leave. 

“There are two girls we have been training 
for about a year and a half at city hall, 
Lujuan Thomas of my office, and Lori 
Oldham of Clerk Leonard Folmar’s office,” 
the mayor said. 

“It would be a waste of the taxpayers’ 
money to overlook these two, who are well- 
trained, and go and hire a brand new person,” 
he explained. 

Miss Geldmacher countered by saying the 
treasurer’s office did hire Miss Thomas in the 
first place but that Stewart had said she was 
too valuable doing work in his office to sit on 
the switchboard. “Then he did a turn-about 
and said he wanted her back on the swit- 
chboard,” she said. 

Stewart charged that a rash of complaints 
about poor phone service at city hall led to his 
action. 

“Mr. Lewkowicz started giving the swit- 
chboard operator work to do in the 
treasurer’s office when she wasn’t answering 
the prone,” he charged. “Then he gave her 
work with taxes and finally, he had her doing 
some filing — and she’s not even supposed to 
be in his department! 

“I’ve had many complaints about the bad 
phone service at city hall. My wife got cut off 
three times last week when she called city 
hall.” 

Lewkowicz and his secretary said $2,400 
had been spent to “secute” the treasurer’s 
office by installing bullet-proof glass, security 
buttons and other safety features. “Now he’s 
tearing out the wall,’ Lewkowicz added. 

Stewart countered by saying the security 
now would be better than ever. “Before, girls 
had to go in through the treasurer’s office two 
or three times a day to relieve the swit- 
chboard operator f or lunch a nd coffee breaks. 


Now, with the treasurer’s office side walled 
up, the girls don’t even have to go into the 
treasurer’s office at all.” 

The mayor charged Lewkowicz with 
deliberately trying to stir up trouble in an 
election year. “I don’t know what’s gotten 
intothe man,” Stewart said.

Cancel auto fleet insurance

If it’s not one problem for the City of 
Romulus, it’s another. 

The city, which is continually in the midst of 
controversy of some kind, was delivered 
another blow. 

The city had its fleet insurance cancelled 
which covers all city vehicles, except 11 
privately driven city-owned cars. Citizen’s 
Insurance Company of America, which had 
covered the city’s vehicles, notified the city it 
was cancelling their fleet insurance policy as 
of 12:01 June 23. All other city insurance 
remained in effect, however. 

However, arrangements were made to have 


the City of Romulus insured by having them 
take out a policy with Michigan Automobile 
Insurance Placement Facility, an assigned 
pool for high-risk drivers. 

Reason given for the cancellation of the 
insurance was the “poor personal driving 
records of those who drive city vehicles, 
especially those who work in the Department 
of Public Works”. 

“Our company took an inventory last fall of 
the personal driving records of those who 
drive the city’s trucks and found many had 
very poor driving records with their own 
cars,” said a spokesman for Citizen’s. 

“It is a practice we’re starting with all 
cities and individuals now that insurance 
costs are skyrocketing. We didn’t just pick out 


Romulus, we are doing it with all of our 
clients,” he said. 

The insurance agent said Romulus 
definitely does have an insurance problem. 
He admitted that while many city employees 
had poor personal driving records, the vast 
majority worked in the DPW. 

Clerk Leonard Folmar sent letters to 30 
insurance companies when he learned the 
city’s insurance was to be cancelled. 
However, he only received two responses and 
even those two companies would not provide 
fleet insurance, they said. 

“I think we re finding it has become a very 
expensive thing to insure cities and other 
municipalities,” the insurance spokesman 
said. “It’s not just in Romulus, it’s happening 


in many places. 

“The fact that only two insurance com- 
panies even responded shows they’re not that 
interested in bidding. And I’d guess they don’t 
even know the driving records of the city 
employees,” he explained. 

The City of Romulus reportedly wanted to 
lay off those DPW employees whose poor 
driving records were endangering their in- 
surance coverage. However, The Teamsters 
Union, which represents the DPW em- 
ployees, allegedly threatened to take the city 
to court if they laid off the workers. The 
union’s position stated the poor driving 
records were on their individual cars and not 
with the city trucks and vehicles they drove. 


Water, sewer rates are adopted

Romulus City Council worked hard and long 
last week at two meetings to hammer out a 
compromise solution and adopt a water and 
sewer ordinance by the needed five votes 
After failing to accept the recom- 
mendations of the Henry and Jones Co. for 


the water and sewer department Tuesday 
night, council worked out a settlement in a 
five-hour meeting Thursday morning. 

During the long Thursday morning and 
afternoon session which saw Beverly 
McAnally leave for lunch and Jimmie 
Raspberry vote no, Council members William 
Oakley, Junior Block, Robert Martin, Joan 


Lee and Gerry Canejo passed the ordinance 

about 2 p.m. , . . . 

The compromise, which was worked out 

between those who disagreed whether to pay 
back money owed to the water and sewer 
department, sets aside 50 percent of the 
approximate $1.3 million total. However, it 
was stipulated that it could only be paid back 
by ordinance of the City Council, which takes

Some other important features of the new 
amended ordinance include: 

A sewage disposal rate of $6 06 based on 70 
percent of the metered water con»nmnHnn 
for all sewered water accounts 

The water consumption rate shall be $4.25 
per 1,000 cubic feet. Minimum quarterly 
water consumption charge shall be based on 

1.000 cu. ft. 

There shall be a water and sewer reserve 
escrow account, which shall be funded by the 
deposit of 40 cents from each 1,000 cubic feet 
of water accounts and 55 cents from each 

1.000 cu ft. of sewer accounts to expire five 
years from this date. (This would give a half- 
year amount of the annual funds needed.) 

The funds accumulated in the water and 
sewer escrow account shall not be spent, 
transferred or otherwise distributed except 
by ordinance of the City Council. 

There shall be a water and sewer loan 
repayment escrow account The water and 
sewer repayment escrow account shall be 
funded by the deposit of 19 cents from each 
1 000 cubic feet of water accounts; and 30 
cents from each 1,000 cubic feet of sewer 
accounts to expire in 10 years 

The funds in the water and sewer loan 
repayment escrow account also can only be 
spent, transferred or distributed by council 
ordinance 

This represented the compromise between 
council members who wanted to pay back the 
entire $1,300,000 said to be owed to the water 
department and those who didn't want to pay 
back any of the amount 
However, the loan repayment fund may 
not by law, be used for anything other than 
what it’s designated for 
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Urge amendment defeat 


A press conference, called for by 
Gerald T Harris, chairman of the 
Michigan Legislative Council 
Organization for the Handicapped,

The bill at that 
time prohibited the use of motor fuel 
tax funds to purchase transit 
vehicles without wheelchair lifts, 
but an amendment was placed on it 
in the Senate and approved without 
any study as to what it could do to 
local authority uhder federal law.”

for and what the outcome could be,” 
Harris added. 


The amendment on the proposed 
bill is in violation of the Department 
of Transportation, UMTA, Section 16 
(a), which requires full service 
accessibility, that the elderly and 
the handicapped persons have the 
same right as other pa-sons to utilize 
mass transportation they can ef- 
fectively utilize and that all 
programs offering assistance in the 
field of mass transportation should 
contain provisions implementing 
this policy. 


The amendment on HB 4108 means 
the possibility of the loss of federal 
funds to any community or transit 
authority who is receiving such 
money. The Rehabilitation Act of 
1973 provides that no handicapped 
individual shall be denied the 
benefits of, or be subject to 
discrimination under any program 
or activity receiving federal 
assistance, Harris said. 


Melvin G. Eisepgerg, president of 
the Michigan Paralyzed Veterans of 
America, said: ‘‘We are asking for 
an opportunity to obtain jobs and 
participate in society as equal 
members. We are asking that all 
new buses purchased be ordered 
with lifts and over a certain length 


of time the total fleet of buses would 
be accessible.” 

The Paralyzed Veterans oppose 
the amendment, as does the 
National Association of the 
Physically Handicapped, Barriers 
Frees and the Architectural 
Barriers Committee. 

According to Harris, many han- 
dicapped people feel they were used 
by the Southeastern Michigan 
Transportation Authority (SEMTA). 
In order for the authority to obtain 
funding from the goverrment, as all 
transit authorities, by law they must 
have a steering committee made up 
of elderly and handicapped in- 
dividuals, giving them the key to 
federal funding, he explained. 

Walter Girard, who is the present 
transportation chairman for the 
National Association of the 
Physically Handicapped, at that 
time said “Quite frankly, we are 
tired of being manipulated in what is 
seemingly a never ending shuffle of 
papers. We strongly feel our efforts 
of this committee have been futile 
and part of a scheme of tokenism 
and delay.” 

"We strongly urge the Michigan 
House of Representatives to review 
the federal laws before they 
themselves violate it by passing and 
adopting the amendment to HB 
4108.” Harris said.

All hourly employes 
at hospital get raise 


Approximately 1,200 hourly 
employees working in the five 
hospitals of the Peoples Community 
Hospital Authority (PCHA) have 
negotiated a 5.25 percent wage in- 
crease, plus improved fringe 
benefits. 

The board of directors of the 
PCHA approved the salary increase 
at its recent meeting. The 
agreement has also been ratified by 
the membership of Local 79, Service 
Employees International Union. 

The new pay scales are retroac- 


tive to the April 7, 1977 pay period, 
and will be paid to the employees as 
soon as the necessary changes can 
be made on the payroll computers. 

In addition to the wage increase, 
the employees will receive a dental 
plan benefit. Under the terms of this 
plan, employees and their depen- 
dents up to age 19 can receive up to 
$600 worth of dental care per year, 
per person on a 50-50 co-pay basis. 

For PCHA employees who retired 
on or after April l, 1977, the pension 
will be increased to provide a benefit 


of $8.50 per month, per year of 
service ip to a maximum of 30 
years. An additional 50 cents per 
month, per year of accredited 
service will be added to the pensions 
of PCHA employees who retired 
prior to April 1 of this year. 

In other business, Walter S. 
Wheeler, administrator of the new 
PCHA Heritage Hospital in Taylor, 
reported that patients were being 
admitted to the hospital in the 
medical and pediatrics wings.

Wheeler said that the mental 
health service should be ready to 
accept patients in mid July, and 
surgery is expected to begin within a 
week. 

The first patients were admitted to 
Heritage on Monday, June 20. 

, In addition to Heritage Hospital, 
PCHA also owns and operates the 
Annapolis Hospital in Wayne, Beyer 
Memorial in Ypsilarii, Outer Drive 
in Lincoln Park, and Seaway in 
Trenton.

Prejudice wears 
many hats 


Much press has been given in recent 
years, and righly so, by newspapers, 
television and radio to racial prejudice 
which exists in this country against 
members of the black race. 

But, so much has been written and 
talked about in regard to the blacks that 
many Americans fail to realize the 
prejudice and discrimination displayed 
toward members of other minority groups. 

As a first-generation American of Arab 
descent, I know firsthand what members 
of that group, mostly f rom the Middle East 
have and do go through. In Detroit, the 
Arab community, centered mainly in 
Dearborn, Highland Park and Ham- 
tramck, number an estimated 110,000. 

Partly because of language difficulties 
and partly because of lack of un- 
derstanding of these peoples, they have 
extreme difficulty in obtaining em- 
ployment and adequate housing. 

Like their Semitic cousins, the Jews, 
Arabs and their culture are not too well 
known to many Americans. This appears 
on the surface to be an enigma, since the 
cradle of civilization arose in the Middle 
East thousands of years ago. But, un 
fortunately, that is the situation. 

Only in recent years has prejudice 
against the Jews taken a downward turn. 
With the creation of Israel and our nation’s 
close alliance with that newrborn nation, 
the United States and some of its citizens 
have become increasingly aware of who 
Jews are, what they stand for, and what 
they believe in. 

In the case of both Arabs and Jews, basic 
religious differences have proved to be a 
stumbling block. A majority of the world’s 
Arabs are Moslem. However, more than 
half of the Arabs in the Detroit 
Metropolitan area are Christians who 
come primarily from Lebanon In that 
country, Moslems and Christians are 
about evenly divided in number. 

Actually, Moslems believe in a god, 
Allah, much like the Jehovah of the Old 
Testament. They also believe in Christ, but 
only as one in the line of Biblical prohets, 
with their main prophet being Moham- 
med, the last and the greatest of the line. 

Islam, the name of the religion to which 
Moslems belong, differs mainly from 
Christianity in that its followers do not 
believe in Christ as the son of God Also, 
they believe in a more materialistic 
Heaven as described in the Old Testament 
as a land flowing with milk and honey and 
with gold-lined streets. 

Moslems, also called Mohammedans. 


have as their religious text, the Koran, 
which is very similar in content to the 
writings of the Old Testament. 

Although Moslems are permitted under 
the Koran to have up to four wives, 
economical considerations of the 20th 
Century and Western influences now make 
that a rarity even in those countries where 
Islam has been dominant for hundreds of 
years. 

Of all the Arabs that I have known and 
met in the United States, I do not know of 
one instance where a man had more than 
onewife.Thus.it isquitesafetosay that in 
this regard, Arabs who come to our shores 
to make America their home, conform in 
most instances to our legal and Christian 
limit of one wife. 

Arabs have one of the oldest cultures in 
the world. The country of Syria has as its 
capital, Damascus, reputed by many 
scholars to be the oldest known city in the 
world. At one time, Arabs had conquered 
much of the civilized portions of the globe, 
their influence extending into Africa, 
Spain and France. Much of the ar- 
chitecture in Spain and north Africa came 
from the Moors (Arabs) who occupied 
those lands and whose soldiers mixed with 
the native population. 

At one time, Arabs were the world 
leaders in astronomy, mathematics, 
metallurgy, chemistry and other fields of 
academic learning. Christian armies who 
waged several crusades to wrest holy land 
from the Arabs in the 11th, 12th and 13th 
centuries returned to their native lands 
much richer in knowledge. Some 
historians attribute much of the 
Renaissance movement to what Crusaders 
brought back with them in their forays into 
Arab lands. 

Damascus steel, used in the making of 
swords and other sharp-edged in- 
struments, was the finest steel in the 
world. Its secret was lost down through the 
ages. 

Probably the one think for which Arabs 
are most noted by much of the outside 
world is in the breeding and raising of 
horses Their Arabian horses, small and 
compact, are acknowledged to be the 
finest horseflesh, pound for pound, in the 
world Blood of the Arabian is a dominant 
ingredient in today’s throughbreds and 
many other strains of horses 

Once understood, Arabs are really not 
much different from any other racial 
group which comes to America, is ac- 
climated and undertakes to make their 
new-found home their adopted country

Clean up the act

There is a special room located im- 
mediately adjacent to the Annapolis 
Hospital Pharmacy, and just a few steps 
from the recovery and operating rooms. It’s 
filled with strange looking, space-age in- 
strumentation. and all the personnel 
working here just wear green operating 
room scrub uniforms and hats. 

It’s called the Central Supply Room 
(CSR), and it’s an area vital to the effective 
operation of the hospital. 

Lorrane Zabkiewicz (known around 
Annapolis as Mrs. Zab), LPN, is the 
Manager of this service, and she told us that 
the CSR now employs seven people in ad- 
dition to herself and it operates from 7:00 
a m. to 6:30 p.m. 

“Let me explain,” said Mrs. Zab, “that 
there have been those times — just 
yesterday in fact — when it's necessary for 
some one to come in late at night or very 
early in the morning.” 

To understand the reason for those ex- 
tended hours, you have to understand the 
function of the CSR 

Mrs. Zab said that the principal function 
of the CSR was to provide sterilization ser- 
vices for all departments in the hospital 

Included in these departments is the 
operating room Specific surgical 
procedures demand that a specific surgical 
package of instruments be sterilized and 
ready for use in the following day’s surgical 
schedule. 

However, there are those times when an 
emergency occurs late at night, and a pack 
which has been prepared for the next day 
must be used at night — hence, the call 
must go out, and a CSR specialist must 
come in a sterlize a new set of instruments. 

The sterilization is accomplished in 
several ways. First, at one end of the CSR 
area there are four large doors which have 
mounted on them big wheels which remind 


one of the type of door arrangement one 
would see on a submarine. 

Mounted over these doors are dials, 
buttons, gages, and related electronic 
control systems which are monitored by the 
CSR personnel. 

These units are known as autoclaves 
When the wheel is turned and the large door 
opened on an autoclave, an entire cart 
loaded with different surgical packs is 
pushed in where it is subjected to steam for 
a period of 35 minutes — thus rendering the 
contents of the packs totally sterile. 

The sterile packs are removed from the 
autoclave and placed in the ready area for 
the following (fay’s surgery. 

The fourth sterilizer is operated with 
etheline oxide gas, and is used to sterilize 
those items which can not tolerate the in- 
tense heat generated by the steam- 
sterilizing autoclave 

In a separate room, just next to two giant 
containersof sterile water (which is also the 
responsibility of the CSR) is an ultrasonic 
cleaner. 

This device looks much like a stainless 
steel sink you might have in your kitchen, 
except it is somewhat smaller. After this 
unit is filled with water, the operator starts 
an ultrasonic unit which sends pluses 
through the water at very high frequencies. 
The action of the pulsations cleans and 
sterilizes the instruments. (We’ve been told 
that on occassion some have used this 
device to clean a ring or bracelet, but were 
unable to get confirmation on the rumor!) 

Mrs Zab, who is a graduate of the Ann 
Arbor School of Licensed Practical Nursing, 
is a native of Detroit, and a graduate of Flint 
(Michigan) Bendle High School. 

She has been at Annapolis since 1968, and 
has been manager of the CSR service since 
1971 Prior to taking the manager’s job in 
the CSR, she was a bedside nurse on the 


medical-surgical uht. 

When asked how she moved into the CSR 
service from bedside nursing, she 
responded with a grin and said, “In 1971, the 
Director of Nursing at Annapolis Hospital 
asked me if I’d sit in as temporary super- 
visor for just three weeks as a special favor . 

I said I would, and that three-week tem- 
porary assignment has lasted v for better 
than six years. ’’ 

She said the experience has been 
rewarding, although, <she said there was a 
curious thing about working in the CSR. 
“Everything we do in our service is directed 
toward the patients, but we never see the 
patients in a face-to-face situation.” 

In addition to sterilizing surgical in- 
struments, the CSR personnel also sterilize 
equipment used by the respiratory 
therapists, emergency room equipment, 
and have just recently began to assist in the 
labor and delivery room which had 
previously done all their own work in this 
area. 

The CSR personnel also are responsible 
for sterilizing the operating room gowns 
worn by all personnel in any proximity to 
the patient on the operating table. 

The hats, boots, and masks worn in the 
operating room are disposable, and hence 
not reclaimed by CSR. 

Mrs. Zab said that all procedure trays, 
liver biopsy instruments, bone marrow 
equipment, equipment used to do ar- 
teriograms, and equipent used in certain X- 
ray procedures also are sterilized by the 
CSR 

“We are busy,” she concluded, “and we. 
are proud of the outstanding record 
established at Annapolis Hospital in the 
very sensitive area of infection control. 

“After all, my people are dedicated to 
their tasks.”

Bills of interest from the legislature 


It was a busy time in the legislature as it 
moved toward its summer recess. This will 
summarize some of the activities of interest. 

The House approved and sent to the 
Senate a revised public health code. Several 
years of work have gone into the new code, 
which is a massive collection and revision of 
public health laws. 

Statejaws relating to public health have 
been written and updated on a piecemeal 
basis for many years. As a result, the State’s 
attempts to effectively protect and improve 
the public health have often been hindered 
by inefficiency, inconsistency and dif- 
ficulties in state-local relations. 

In an attempt to solve these problems, it 
was felt that we should systematically 
revise the public health statutes and draw 
them together into one uniform code. By 
doing so, the responsibilities for providing 
adequate protection to public health can be 
clearly and rationally assigned, fair and 
consistent treatment achieved for all health 
care providers, and the general health of the 
public improved. 

Extensive studies were conducted by a 
special task force which reported its fin- 
dings and recommendations to the 
legislature last year. There followed further 
committee work and most recently, ap- 


proval of the proposed new code on the 
house floor. 

The house had approved the code in 
November of last year, but because of 
certain unresolved problems and a lack of 
time before the end of the 1976 session, the 
Senate was unable to act on it. The 
legislation had to be reintroduced in the new 
session. 

The new code is considered a major step 
forward in providing basic health care 
services for the people of Michigan. It 
establishes a system for determining which 
health services are needed and for funding 
those services. 

Included in the code are a requirement 
that the Department of Public Health 
develop an annual plan for health services; 
provisions for reporting and surveillance of 
diseases; reimbursement to local health 
departments for state required services; 
creation of an agency on environmental 
health; creation of a health occupations 
council to coordinate licensing activites; a 
requirement that treatment of com- 
municable diseases be the primary 
responsibility of counties, with some state 
reimbursement; provisions for the treat- 
ment of persons under the influence of 
alcohol ; creating of an advisory commission 
on the licensing and certification of health 


facilities, and new provisions to cover 
Chiropractor, Dental Hygienists and Op- 
tomotrists. 

The code would restructure state-local 
relations with respect to the providing and 
funding of public health services. Local 
units would be given sufficient in- 
dependence to serve the particular needs of 
local people, while enabling the State to 
ensure that, one a state-wide basis, the 
health needs of Michigan residents are 
being met. 

The funding of services provided by local 
units would be revised, with an extensive 
cost-sharing program which would be 
phased in over four years. 

Both the House and Senate have approved 
a bill which would provide for summer jos 
for about 3,000 youths. The legislation ap- 
propriates $5 million for a 10-week summer 
job program for youths 15 to 21 years old. 

The money goes to the Department of 
Natural Resources, which will pass it on to 
local governments and regional parks for 
conservation- related projects. 

Sent to the Governor was a bill which 
clarifies the right of telephone companies to 
provide employees and retired employees 
with phone service at a discount or no cost. 
The legislation revokes a Michigan Public 


Service Commission ruling on this type of 
benefit for employees and pensions. The 
PSC allowed only half discounts for em- 
ployees. 

Many telephone companies have offered 
the discounted or f ree service for years as a 
fringe benefit for employees and retirees, 
though not negotiating it in employee 
contracts. 

Legislation providing for “protective 
custody” for persons incapacitated by 
alcohol and to reestablish as a crime drunk 
and disorderly conduct has been approved 
by the house and sent to the senate. 

One of two bills in the package permits 
police to pick up and detain in a treatment 
center persons incapacitated by drink. This 
would apply only to severely incapacitated 
persons, such as those who are unconscious 
or who might cause harm to themselves or 
others. 

When picked up by police, they would be 
transported to a treatment center where, 
after being diagnosed as being in- 
capacitated, they could be kept in protective 
custody for up to 72 hours. Counties without 
treatment centers were effectively exemp- 
ted from the requirements through a 
provision permitting detention for up to 
eight hours without a diagnosis

The second bill restablishes the crime of 
drunk and disorderly. The two bills change 
somewhat the thrust of a law which goes into 
effect next October 1. That law 
decriminalizes public intoxication of any 
sort and requires treatment for four classes 
of inebriated persons. 

Also sent to theSenate was a long series of 
bills necessary to bring various state and 
local boards, commissions, councils and 
committees under the State's new open 
meetings act. That law requires that, with 
only a few specified exceptions, meeting of 
any state or local elective or appointive 
body which performs governmental func- 
tions be fully opeir to the public.

Environmental quality, and Wet-Lands Act’ 


The quality of our environment is a 
subject which has generated much interest 
in the past several years as people have 
become increasingly concerned over 
dwindling resources, endangered species 
and a gradual deterioration of wilderness 
areas. 

Originally the concern over our en- 
vironment stemmed mainly from “en- 
vironmentalist” who, for a variety of 
reasons, were loathe to stand by passively 
as our natural resources were depleted. 
Interestingly enough, the “environmental 
league” is gradually being joined by another 
group of serious persons who, for different 
reasons, are beginning to understand that 
the quality of our environment in some 
cases has a direct I impact on the economic 
value of our resources. 

In March, 1977 Representative Warren 
Goemaere introduced the Wetland 
Protection Bill which would regulate the 


use. management and protection of 
Michigan’s wetland areas. 

The bill has attracted interest among 
environmentalists, sportsmen and land 
developers alike. Part of the interest stems 
from the fact that Michigan’s wetlands are 
important for more than just scenic reasons. 

The effective use of wetlands is important 
fort the continuation of sport fishing and for 
the very practical purpose of flood control. 

Bogs, rivers and streams provide natural 
drainage areas which, if not used properly, 
could contribute to flooding and serious 
damage in urban and agricultural areas. 

Marshes, which are the breeding grounds 
for a variety of marine creatures and in- 
sects, ar$ an essential ingredient in the food 
chain which supports high forms of 
wildlife; such as fish, birds and many large 
mammals. 

However, the bill has its opponents as well 
as ..its supporters. Some persons are 


basically opposed to the concept of 
regulating privately owned land; and feel 
very strongly that, as long as the land is 
their own, they should retain the right to use 
its as they deem most feasible. 

The argument is a strong one, and ob- 
jections to state regulation of privately 
owned land are serious enough that the bill 
has not yet been reported out of the House 
Conservation Committee in spite of the fact 
that it has received strong leadership 
support from the Legislature and the 
Executive office. 

Under the measure, persons owning land 
which qualifies under the definition of 
wetlands would have to apply to the 
Department of Natural Resources for a 
permit in order to build a dock or park, 
construct pipelines, power generating 
stations, yvells, diverting water flow. The 
funds from the $25 permits would then be 
used for the administration of the act. 


The central question on this bill, and the 
one which separates its supporters from its 
opponents, revolves around whether the 
benefits of protecting our wetlands outweigh 
the disadvantages of regulating privately 
owned land. 

Some feel that wetland protection is 
necessary for the preservation of our 
resources and a healthy environmental 
climate for all persons. Others feel that an 
individual’s right to maintain and use their 
land as they see fit is as basic to the 
American way of life as the freedom of 
speech. 

At this point the bill is still changing form 
and shape with every new committee 
meeting as amendments are added and new 
ideas are discussed. Hopefully the com- 
mittee will be able to arrive at a com- 
promise which is acceptable to all involved 
parties.

WCCC works on energy 


Wayne County Community 
College (WCCC) is one of 10 
southeast Michigan community 
colleges which, in cooperation with 
the Environmental Research In- 
stitute of Michigan (ERIM), is 
initiating an energy conservation 
technical assistance program 
(SEMTAP) for smaD businesses to 
help them acquire skills and trained 
manpower for the new energy 
conservation service industry that 
will emerge from President Carter’s 
energy program. 

TTie SEMTAP program, which 
begins full-scale operations this fall 
at Wayne County Community 
College, includes a series of in- 
troductory 1-day seminars, followup 
mini-courses, and a continuing 
technical assistance program. It is 
designed for architects, building 
contractors, energy consultants, 
heating and cooling contractors, 
insulation contractors and other 
energy-related firms to implement a 
nation-wide program for conserving 
energy in homes, businesses, in- 
dustrial plants and state and local 
government buildings. In addition 
to providing home and building 
insulation technical assistance, the 
program is plamed to develop, 
install and maintain alternative heat 
sources such as solar energy. 


Business opportunities in these 
fields inckide solar beating and 
cooling service, insulation services 
and inspection of insulation 
requirements and efficiency through 
the use of infrared diagnostic in- 
strumentation 

The fall energy conservation 
technical assistance program at 
WCCC includes three seminars. The 
first seminar, which covers the 
installation, maintenance and 
operation of solar heating and 
cooling systems, will be held in 
October. Part 2, which treats 
analysis and design of these 
systems, will be held in November. 
Part 3 covers infrared diagnostics 
for energy conservation and will be 
held in December. 

The 10 SEMTAP community 
college program participants, in- 
cluding WCCC, are Henry Ford, 
Highland Park, Jackson, Macomb 
County, Monroe County, Charles 
Stewart Mott, Schoolcraft, St. Clair 
and Washtenaw. 

According to Dr. Reginald Wilson, 
president of Wayne County Com- 
munity College: ‘The upcoming 
energy conservation programs 
sponsored by SEMTAP at WCCC 
reflect the call for technical services 
and a broader community 
awareness made recently by 
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Parries at EMU

“Without 
veterinarians, much of the world 
food supply would be jeopardized.

“As for companion animals, 
besides befriending and protecting 
man, they are vital to the mental 
health of many people — especially 
those handicapped in coping with the 
stresses of a complex society.

Technical support for the SEM- 
TAP Program is being provided by 
ERIM, the Ann Arbor-based En- 
vironmental Research Institute of 
Michigan— for merfy the University 
of Michigan Willow Run 
Laboratories, thestaff of which rank 
as world leaders in infrared 
technology. Funds for the 
organizational work and technical 
direction of the SEMTAP Program 
are supplied by a grant to ERIM by 
the Economic Development Ad- 
ministration. 

William Brown, president of 
ERIM, who fostered the idea of 
community college involvement in a 
technical information dissemination 
program in the field of energy 
conservation, said: “The SEMTAP 
program can serve as a model 
throughout the nation to help all 
segments of the economy face up to 
the challenges posed by President 
Carter." 

“Fortunately, there is adequate 
infrared technology available today 
to enable an airplane to fly over a 
city in the winter and tell which 


buildings are thermally efficient. 
Without this information, it is 
doubtful that any thermal energy 
conservation program could predict 
the buildings to work on and the 
resulting achievements ’’ 

Later parts of the program will 
offer energy conservation in- 
formation for homeowners, school 
and government administrators.

Certainly it’s a fact that if you just 
happen to get carried away one day 
and say something you normally 
wouldn't over the radio your 
chances are next to nothing of being 
caught, but what I’m talking about 
are the persistant violators. The 
people out there who seem to really 
get some sort of enjoyment out of 
tearing up a channel. 

There presently are four or five 
FCC enforcement officers working 
in a district. They are using some 
pretty sophisticated direction fin- 
ding equipment which enables them 
to find the linears, above maximum 
antennas and the channel abusers. 

The special enforcement, or strike 
teams, are fairly new. These teams 
work out of mobiles, undercover, 
without letting anyone know of their 
presence. I really get a laugh when I 
get a phone call telling me to unhook 


my linear because the FCC is in the 
area. 

No. 1, I don’t use a linear so I’m 
not worried about it, and No. 2 if the 
FCC was in the area as many times 
as I have been told that they were 
they might just as well set up a 
permanent residence. 

The strike teams usually are sent 
out after numerous complaints have 
been received regard ng a certain 
individual or area in question, not 
because they feel like cruising 
around for the day. They are, in fact, 
able to pinpoint the station in 
question whether it be a mobile or a 
base, and from what I have been 
told, if they find you operating 
illegally on a base, they will not be 
too careful about dismantling your 
equipment.

Ford urges cheap mail rate 


Congressman William D. Ford (D- 
15th District) urged has Postmaster 
General Benjamin F. Bailar to 
support his plan to provide special 
reduced postal rates for private 
citizens using first class mail. 

Congressman Ford announced his 
proposal early last month, when he 
introduced “The Citizens Postal 
Rate Relief Act of 1977, ’ ’ designed to - 
protect the public from rapidly 
rising postal rates. 


The Dill would freeze first-class 
postage rates at the present 13-cent 
level, and tie any future changes to 
the level of inflation This special 
rate would apply only to private 
citizens and not to business firms 
and corporations. 

Congressman Ford’s Rate Relief 
Act would retain the 13-cent level 
until at least the end of 1978. At that 
time, the rate would be adjusted on 
the basis of cost-of-living changes

Schools receive 
aid payments 


State Sen. William Faust (D- 
Westland) has announced that the 
final state school aid payments for 
the 1976-77 school year has been sent 
to school districts in the 13th 
Senatorial District. The state school 
aid payment sent June 1 amounted 
to $16,347,387 for the final in- 
stallment. 

Next year’s state school aid 
payments will begin on Aug. 1, 1977. 
Payments for state school aid are 
made on the first of the month in 
August, October, December, 
February, April and June. 

“Having finished out the year 
without any problems experienced 
earlier in the school year, I certainly 
hope next year’s school state aid 
payments are kept on schedule,” 
Faust said. “If the economy con- 
tinues to move upward in Michigan 
we should have no delays in the 1977- 
78 state aid payments.” 

Along with the regular state aid 
payments to school districts are 
Title I and III payments to some 
districts. Other districts qualify for 


and have received Vocational 
Education aid. Title I payments 
totaled $462,931 while Title III 
payments went to two districts and 
amounted to $2,167. The Vocational 
Education Act of 1963 accounted for 
payments amounting to $60,370. 

Receiving state and federal aid 
were:

$494,378 in state aid and $4,400 Title I 
funds. 

—Inkster School District, $689,906 
in state aid and $10,183 in Title I 
funds. 

—Ply mouth -Canton Community

in Title I funds and $6,197 in 
vocational education money. 

—Romulus Community Schools, 
$512,247 in state aid and $2,188 in 
vocational education funds. 

— Wayne-Westhnd Community 
Schools, $3,434,584 in state aid and 
$102,133 in Title I funds. 

—Van Buren Public School 
District, $692,646 in state aid and 
$20,775 in Title I money.

Praise called a duty 


as much as prayer

The Bible abounds in exhortations 
to praise. Scripture declares that in 
the life of a believer praise is 
beautiful, necessary and pleasing to 
God. God is looking for praise-filled 
people. All through Scripture there 
is the call to PRAISE. There are 
over 300 injunctions scattered 
through out the Bible that tell us to 
sing! Various expressions are used 
but the intent is togive release to our 
feelings of joy and thanksgiving in 
vocal harmony and melody. Listen 
as we are told: “Sing unto God... 
Sing praises to His name... Sing 
joyfully unto the Lord... Sing, 0 ye 
Congregations.” 

There appears to be many more 
calls to praise than to prayer. Yet 
prayer is continually urged. It is 
essential. It is the Christian’s vital 
breath. The man or woman who 
doesn’t pray cuts himself off from 
all good. A day without prayer is a 
day without protection, a day of 
peril. Prayer is essential. Yet praise 
would seem to be no less a duty than 
prayer. The Psalmist writes: “Let 
everything that breathes praise the 
Lord.” 

In the 103rd Psalm he calls upon 
all that is within him to praise God’s 
name He thinks of the powers and 
capacities of his nature and would 
have them all awake and alert to 
join in song. He exhorts himself not 
to forget God’s benefits. What are 
some of these? 


"Who forgives aD your iniquity, 
Who heals all your diseases, 

Who redemms your life from the 
Pit, 

Who crowns you with steadfast 
love and mercy.” 

These are only a few of God’s 
benefits which are coming to us 
continually. Since it is God’s in- 
tention to bring nothing but good to 
his people, it seems there could 
never be anything but praise in our 
hearts and on our lips. But listen on 
any day, the brightest and sunniest 
day of the year, to the complaints 
and murmurings of people. How like 
the children of Israel we are! After 
being delivered from slavery' in 
Egypt, being lead across the Red 
Sea, being miraculously fed on 
manna and given water to drink 
from the flinty rock, they began to 
murmur and complain against their 
circumstances. “0 that we had meat 
to eat! We remember the fish we ate 
in Egypt for nothing, the cucumbers, 
the melons, the leeks, the onions and 
the garlic.” 

For some it seems that almost 
nothing goes well with them. The 
habit of discontent has grown so 
strong that they are never quite 
leased or satisfied with anything, 
most perfect of circumstances 


tt 


tney always find some flaws. 

The trouble really is, however, in 
the persons themselves who com- 
plain not in the providence that 
blesses their lives. What such people 
need isn’t more agreeable cir- 
cumstances with all things different 
to suit their tastes and whims, but a 
new heart, being born again with a 
contented mind, a praising and 
thankful spirit. 

There’s a renewed emphasis these 
days on the singing of the Psalms. 
We sing a number of these in our 
worship services. As you sing these 
choruses, you begin to feel what the 
author felt. You come to sense and 
see what the one who wrote it was 
experiencing and you soon respond 
to God’s goodness. In times of 
pressure, instead of turning on your 
TV or picking up a novel, take the 
Word. Read aloud one of the Psalms 
and declare it to be the expression of 
your own heart to God. It will bring 
you into liberty and victory. It is a 
glorious antidote to the pressures of 
our times — PRAISE HIM!

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Hits legislation keeping income tax at 4.6% 


TTie approval of legislation to 
continue the state income tax rate at 
4 6 percent constitutes a breach of 
faith with the people of Michigan 
and substantiates the need for new 
leadership in the Governor’s office, 
according to State Sen. Patrick H. 
McCoDough of Dearborn. 

McCollough, chairman of the 
Senate Finance Committee, 
managed to keep the bill bottled up 
there for several hours before 
political maneuvering on the Senate 
floor resulted in passage of a 
discharge petition that took the 
measure out of committee. 

It then was passed, given im- 
mediate effect and signed into law 
by the Governor to prevent the 
scheduled rollback of the income tax 
from 4.6 to 4.4 percent last week. 

McCollough, leading the fight to 
block the legislation and permit the 


tax to roll back to 4.4 percent, 
consistently voted no on all the 
motions relating to its passage. 

"I deeply regret that this 
legislation was approved and that 
the promise that was made tu the 
people in 1975 was broken,” Mc- 
Collough said. “What is especially 
regrettable is that it was completely 
unnecessary to break this promise 
since even without that 2 percent we 
will have enough revenues coming in 
to the state next year." 

McCoDough was referring to the 
fact that when la wmakers raised the 
income tax rate in 1975 from 3.9 to 
4.6 percent, they promised Michigan 
taxpayers that it would drop to 4.4 
percent on July 1, 1977. 

And, prior to the voting on the bill, 
McCollough had provided the 
legislators and other state officials

Garden 

tidbits 


This week’s tips from 
the Garden Doctor 
include: 

Q: Some kind of small 
insects are on the stems 
and leaves of my 
tomatoes. They are 
green and really cover 
the newest growth. 
What is safe to use for 
control? 

A: These sound like 
aphids. Malthion or 
diazinon will give 
control. Observe the 
wait period indicated on 
the label before har- 
vesting. Use the sprays 
only when the tem- 
peratures are below 80 
degrees. A sharp spray 
from the garden hose 
will often knock these 
soft-bodied insects from 
the plant when aphids 
are present in small 
numbers. 

Q: Yellow and black 
striped beetles are 
eating the leaves of our 
potatoes. Will these 
beetles kill them? 

A: You are describing 
the Colorado potato bug. 
Thee don’t usually kill 
the plants, but do 
enough damage to the 
leaves that yield would 
be greatly reduced. 
Sevin or diazinon should 
keep them in check. 

Q: Should the tops be 
cut off the iris and 
peonies? 

A: No, let the stems 
and leaves remain. You 
would only trim off the 
tops, if you were 
transplanting them.

1 CHAPTER VIII, 

ARTICLE 1.8 

An Ordinance to Amend Schedule A, Section b, of the Water and Sewer 
Ordinance. 

The City of Romulus Ordains 

Section 1. Short Title: Amended Water and Sewer Rate 

Section 2. Section b of Schedule A of Chapter VIII, Article 1, is hereby 
repealed. 

Section 3. A new Section b of Schedule A is adopted to read as follows : 


b. Water consumption rate. The water consumption rate shall be $4.25 per 
1 ;000 cubic ft. Minimum quarterly water consumption charge shall be based 
on 1 ;000 cu. ft. 

Section 4. Section A of Schedule B, of Chapter VIII, Article 1, is hereby 
repealed. 

Section 5. A new Section A of Schedule B, is adopted to read as follows : 

b. Sewage disposal rate. The sewage disposal rate shall be $6.06 based on 
70 percent of the metered water consumption for all sewered water ac- 
counts. 

Section 6. Section 6.1 is hereby amended to provide for subsection (f) and 
subsection (g) to read as follows: 

Subsection ( f ) Water and Sewer Reserve Escrow Account. There shall be a 
water and sewer reserve escrow account, which shall be funded by the 
deposit of forty (40c) cents from each 1,000 cu. ft. of water accounts and 
fifty-five (55c) cents from each 1,000 c. ft. of sewer accounts. This collection 
shall expire five (5) years from the effective date of this ordinance. 

Subsection (f) (1) The funds accumulated in the Water and Sewer Escrow 
Account shall not be expended, transfered or otherwise distributed except by 
ordinance of the City Council. 

Subsection (g) There shall be, and is hereby established, a Water and 
Sewer Loan Repayment Escrow Account. The water and sewer repayment 
escrow account shall be funded by the deposit of nineteen (19c) cents from 
x each 1,000 cu. ft. of water accounts; and thiry (30c) cents from each 1,000 
cu. ft. of sewer accounts. This collectiom shall expire ten (10) years from the 
effective date of this ordinance. 

Subsection (g) (1) The funds accumulated in the Water and Sewer Loan 
Repayment Escrow Account shall not be expended, transfered or otherwise 
distributed except by ordinance of the City Council. 

Section 7. Chapter VIII, Article 1, Section 8 - No Free Service is hereby 
amended to read as follows: 

8.1 No connection shall be made to any of the facilities of the Water and 
Sewer System otherwise than a prescribed by Ordinance. No Free Service 
shall be given to any person, firm, or public or private corporation. Water 
and-or Sewer rates shall hereafter be automatically increased to reflect all 
increases passed to the City of Romulus by the Detroit Water and Sewer 
Department and-or the Wayne County Board of Public Works, provided, 
however, that notice shall be served by the City Clerk upon the Mayor, City 
be served by the City Clerk upon the Mayor, City Council and notification to 
the public by publication in the official City newspaper. 

Section 8. Should any clause or provision of this Ordinance be declared by 
the courts to be invalid, the same shall not affect other than the part so 
declared to be invalid. 

Section 9. Effective Date This ordinance shall be published in the manner 
provided by law and shall be given immediate effect following publication 
in the official Romulus newspaper; however, the rates contained herein 
shall be effective at the next billing period.

CHAPTER XIV 

, - ARTICLE 1 

An Ordinance to Regulate Traffic in the Vicinity of and Vehicles Offering 
Ice Cream, Ice Milk, Frozen Dairy Products, or Ice Flavored with Syrup for 
sale from a Motor Vehicle on the Streets of the City of Romulus 
It is hereby Ordained by the City of Romulus : 

SECTION 1 DEFINITIONS 

1.00 Ice Cream Truck 

Every motor vehicle in which ice cream, ice milk, frozen dairy products or 
ice flavored with syrup for sale from a motor vehicle on the streets of the 
City of Romulus. 

1.01 Vend or Vending 

Offering ice cream, Ice milk, frozen dairy products or ice flavored with 
syrup for sale from a motor vehicle on the streets of the City of Romulus. 
SECTION 2. DRIVERS TO STOP FOR ICE CREAM TRUCK 

2.00 Driver Meeting Ice Cream Truck 

The driver of a vehicle meeting or overtaking from either direction an ice 
cream truck stopped on the street shall stop before reaching the truck when 
the flashing lights and stop signal arm, described in Section 3, are in use 
After stopping a driver may proceed past such truck at a reasonable and 
prudent speed, not exceeding 15 miles per hour, and shall yield the right of 
way to any pedestrian who crosses the roadway to or from the ice cream 
truck. 

2.01 Drivers On A Street With Separate Roadways 

The driver of a vehicle on a street with separate roadways need not stop 
upon meeting or passing an icecream truck on a different roadway. 


SECTION 3. EQUIPMENT REQUIREMENTS FOR ICE CREAM 
TRUCKS 

3.00 Equipment 

In addition to other equipment required by law, every ice cream truck 
shall be equipped with: 

(a) Signal lamps mounted at the same level and as high and as widely 

spaced laterally as practicable. These lamps shall be five to seven inches in 
diameter and shall display two alternately flashing amber lights on the front 
of the vehicles and two alternately flashing red lights on the rear of the 
vehicle, both lights visible at 500 feet in normal sunlight upon a straight level 
street _ 

(b) A stop signal arm that can be extended horizontally from the left side 
of the truck duplicating the design size and specifications shown in (e). This 
arm shall be red and white in color and contain two alternately flashing 
lights three to five inches in diameter visible at 300 feet to the front and rear 
in normal sunlight upon a straight level highway. The color of the two lights 
facing to the front shall be amber and the two lights facing to the rear shall 
be red The bottom of the signal arm shall be 42 inches above the highway. 

(c) A convex mirror mounted on the front so the driver in his normal 
seating position can see the area in front of the truck obscured by the hood. 

(d) The stop signal arm required by Section 3 00 (b) shall be as follows:

(e) The provisions of Section 3.00, sub-sections (b) and (d) shall be come 
operative thirty (30) days after the effective date of this Ordinance. 
SECTION 4. USE OF SPECIAL LIGHTS AND STOP ARM ON ICE 
CREAM TRUCKS 

4.00 Use of Lights and Arm 

The driver of an ice cream truck stopped on the streets for the purpose of 
vending shall actuate the special flashing lights and extend the stop signal 
arm required by Section 3, sub-section (d). 

4.01 Lights and Arm Not to Be Used 

These lights and the stop signal arm shall not be used when the truck is in 
motion or at any time the truck is stopped for a purpose other than vending. 
SECTION 5. INSPECTION REQUIRED 

5.00 Inspection 

Every ice cream truck shall be inspected by The Ordinance Enforcement 
Officer once each year prior to its use in this City for the purpose of retail 
sales of frozen dairy products. He shall inspect each ice cream truck to 
determine whether it complies with this Ordinance and other State and 
Local Laws. 

SECTION 6 VENDING RESTRICTIONS 

6.00 (a) A person shall not vend on main Thoroughfares or in the central 
business district, on streets where the speed limit exceeds 25 miles per hour 
or other areas of the City of Romulus where sale is already prohibited by 
Local Ordinance. 

(b) A person shall not vend within 500 feet of any property used as a school 
from one hour before the regular school day to one hour after the regular 
school day ; provided, this sub-section shall not apply on days when school is 
not attended by children nor on school property when vending has been 
approved in writing by the principal. 

(c) A person shall vend only when the ice cream truck is lawfully parked 
or stopped. 

(d) A person shall vend only from the side of the truck away from moving 
traffic and as near as possible to the curb or edge of the street. 

(e) A person shall not vend to a person standing in the roadway. 

( f ) A person shall not stop on the left side of a one-way street to vend. ( 

SECTION 7. NOISE 

When an ice cream truck is stopped to transact business, the driver or 
operator shall not use, operate, play or permit to be used, operated or 
played, any radio receiving set, musical instrument, phonograph, loud 
speaker, sound amplifier, or other machine or device for the producing or 
reproducing of sound. 

SECTION 8. TIME 

Ice cream trucks shall not conduct business in residential areas between 
the hours of 8:00 p.m. and 12: 00 noon of the following day. 

SECTION 9. BACKING RESTRICTED 

The driver of an ice cream truck shall not back the same to make or at- 
tempt a sale. 

SECTION 10. UNAUTHORIZED RIDERS PROHIBITED 

(a) The driver of an ice cream truck shall not permit any unauthorized 
person to ride in or on the vehicle. 

(b) A person shall not ride in or on an ice cream truck unless employed by 
its owner or unless authorized in writing to do so by the owner or the Wayne 
County Sheriff’s Office. 

SECTION 11. EXEMPTION AUTHORIZED 

The Mayor may except or exempt from the requirements of this Or- 
dinance any ice cream truck which is not used to vend to persons under 12 
years of age. 

SECTION 12. CONFLICTING ORDINANCES 
All ordinances or parts of ordinances in conflict with any of the provisions 
of this Ordinance, are hereby repealed 
SECTION 13. EFFECTIVE DATE 

This Ordinance shall become effective immediately upon publication in a 
newspaper of general circulation. 

SECTION 14. SAVING CLAUSE 

If any clause, sentence, paragraph or part of this Ordinance shall for any 
reason be adjudged or decreed to be invalid by any court of competent 
jurisdiction, such judgment or decree shall not affect, impair or invalidate 
the remainder of this Ordinance, but such remainder shall continue in full 
force and effect as though such invalid portion has not been adopted

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Miscarriage likely 


Smoking mother can hurt newborn infant 


There is now “hard evidence” that 
the smoking pregnant woman does 
bad things to her unborn infant. 

She is more likely to produce a 
miscarriage, an abortioa a pre- 
term, a small-for-term, or a 
deficient infant. She may even 
produce an addicted infant. 

According to Dr. Stanley M. Gam, 
University of Michigan professor of 
human nutrition and anthropology: 
“Smoking of the mother affects 
growth, size and maturity of the off- 
spring, as well as the probability of 
death or deformity.” 

“We can show that the newborn 
infant of smoking mothers is 
systematically elevated in 
hemoglobin concentration and in 
hematocrit (packed cell volume) as 
if it had been gestated in a smoke- 
filled room, which it has.” 

The U-M nutrition and growth 
expert based his conclusions on 
comparisons with 20,000 normal 


infants, using age values for length, 
weight and head circumference of 
infants in a continuing study. 

Helen A. Shaw and Kinne McCabe 
participated with Prof Gam in the 
study. 

Among his many tables and 
statistics Dr. Garn, who also is a 
Fellow in the U-M Center for Human 
Growth and Development, found 
that the percent of low-birthweight 
infants is nearly four times greater 
among the offspring of smoking 
mothers than non-smoking. 

The size of the infant’s head has 
been found to be directly related to 
the mmber of cigarettes the mother 
habitually smokes each day. 

'To the extent that head cir- 
cumference is related to intellective 
function, these findings are of triple 
importance,” he said. 

Beyond head size, infants of 
smoking mothers are smaller and 
weight less — “there is a 13 percent 
excess of heavy smoking mothers in 


the short-for-birth category.” 

The Garn report, presented at a 
symposium at the Kellogg Center in 
East Lansing, shows basically the 
same results between white and 
black mothers. 

“Newborn babies with shorter 
length, low weight and small head 
circumference tend to have an 


excess of smoking mothers and a 
greater excess of heavy-smoking 
(more than a Mz pack) mothers,” 
Gam said. 

The U-M study, financed by the 
National Institute of Neurological 
and Communicative Disorders and 
Stroke, shows no difference in race, 
cultural, or educational factors. 


“We are dealing with the smoking 
mother, whoevershe is, and with the 
infant, no matter what his 
background is,” Gam said. 

The “smoking effect” may last as 
long as seven years and may be 
counted a major, but preventable 
cause of small infant size, weight 
and head size. 


Why? It may be due to the tobacco 
mosaic virus itself. Or, it may be due 
to smoking mothers not eating 
properly and thus restricting vital 
nutrients to the infant. It may be due 
to the runt-effect of smoke. 

Whatever the reasons, the 
evidence, according to Gam, leaves 
no room for if s, and’s, or buts.

Huron Countryside Co-operative 
Nursery, Inc., which is located at 
Huron Elementary School on West 
Huron River Drive and Merriman 
Road, is currently accepting ap- 
plications for fall enroDment 

The organization, which is non- 
profit, non-sectarian and racially 
nondiscriminatory, has no outside 
ownership or sponsorship and is 
affiliated with the Greater Detroit 
Co-operative Nursery Council. 

It is a center organized by parents 
to provide good group experiences 
for their child and to study young 
children through active par- 
ticipation in the program. Licensed 
by the Michigan Department of 
Social Services, the school must 
meet standards for 6re and health 
saftey and childrens’ programs. 

Parents handle aO administrative 
details necessary to keep classroom 
and programs in operation Parent 
educational programs are included 
at regular business meetings to 
supplement parents’ classroom 
learning with workshops and 
prepared literature. 

Mrs Lois Winfield, a former 
kindergarten and Head Start 
teacher, is in charge of the Monday 
and Friday classes and encourages 
children to explore their world and 
learn about themselves as they grow 
and develop in the nursery en- 
vironment. 

Nancy Kuehnel, membership 
chairman, is accepting applications 
at 942-9534. She points out that 
prerequisites for membership are as 
follows : 

1. Telephone or personal interview 
with membership chairman. 

2. Completion and return of all 
application forms. 

3. Payment of first and last 
month’s tuition prior to starting 
date 

4. Having health formson file upon 
entering school. 


in classes according to age. 

The basic adult responsibilities 
that come with membership include 
assisting the teacher in the 
classroom on a rotation basis with 
other members; attending orien- 
tation meetings to learn about the 
nursery; attending monthly 
business meetings, held in the 
evening; serving on a committee or 
the executive board; assisting in 
fund raisingand open house projects 
and providing own transportation 
and babysitting for siblings. 

Tuition, which is $14per month per 
child, is payable by the first of each 
month with a $2 late fee charge for 
tardiness. “Last month’s tuition” is 
payable with application and acts as 
a security deposit which is applied to 
the last month of membership. 

A registration fee of $12 maximum 
per child per year (fees are less for 
second child in family) is payable 
with application and covers in- 
surance, council dues and 
duplication expenses. It is not 
refundable unless the nursery fails 
to enroll the child. Registration fee 
is half price after January 

The parent co-operative nursery 
school provides for the growth and 
development of both young children 
and their parents in a unique setting 
where they explore new situations 
together. 

For the children, it offers a place 
to play and have fUn under the 
careful direction of a trained and 
objective teacher. Their needs are of 
primary importance to the adult 
present and the environment has 
been carefuOy planned and equipped 
to fit their needs. 

The teacher represents a new 
kind of adult relationship to the 
preschool child. She provides con- 
tinuity from day to day and is the 
only person the child can count on 
for comfort, encouragement and 
guidance. Yet, because he must 
learn to share her attention with so 
many other children, the very 


situation will encourage him to 
develop an emotional independence 
beyond what he has experienced 
before 

The teacher wfll help him to 
develop this independence when he 
is ready, at his own rate She will 
help him learn to channel his 
emotions and develop the attitudes 
and social skills necessary to good 
relations; be considerate of others’ 
feelings; share desired playthings 
and do his share in picking up 

Parent participation plays an 
important part in creating a family 
and community feeling, making the 
child’s transition from home to 
school less abrupt. Parent and child 
develop a new source of 
comradeship from “going to school 
together.” When parents in- 


A special health screening for 
senior citizens has been arranged 
for the first time locally by Mary 
Elizabeth Nichols, senior citizens 
coordinator, in conjunction with the 
Wayne County Health Department.

The 
donations are returned to the fund 
for future continuation. Although 
home deliveries can be made with 
the help of volunteers to those 
seniors who are physically unable to 
attend a site, the intention of the 
•program is to serve people in a 
• group setting.

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Summer— ideal in weather, ripe in accidents 


Summer’s here. 

After the severe winter, people are 
turning outdoors in great numbers to 
enjoy the senuous pleasures of warm 
weather — water soorts. camoinfi. 
gardening, golfing and others. ' 
But to the emergency physicians 
at hospitals in the area, it’s a time to 
review first aid measures in 
preparation for the annual onslaught 
of summertime accidents. 

As more people turn to camping, 
more join the endless flow to the 
emergency room with bums from 
camping lanterns and stoves. 
“Parents sometimes treat 
children’s bums too lightly,” one 
physician warned. “A bum over 10 
percent of a child's body is much 
more ominous than in an adult.” 

Put ice on a burn, no matter how 
small, and take the person for 
emergency treatment. Wet 
dressings and intravenous fluids 
may be necessary, and a physician 
must make that determination. 

Despite the heat, motorcyclists 
should wear heavy clothing to 
protect against concrete bums. Too 
often the cyclist wears a helmet and 
shorts. While his head is protected in 
case of a spill, he may suffer from 
tar ground into his raw flesh which is 
impossible to remove completely. 

Parents should not buy their 
children bicycles with wide, up- 
curving handlebars which can 
puncture under or between their ribs 
in caseof a fall. Wearing shoes while 
biking prevents children’s bare toes 
from getting caught under the pedal, 
if the level of the riding surface rises 
suddenly. 

People with allergy or asthma run 
the risk of allergic reaction to bee, 
wasp and hornet stings — a reaction 
which ranges from hives to oc- 
casional severe life-threatening 
reactions. 

For people without allergies or 
asthma mis simple first aid is 
usually sufficient: 

(1) Apply ice to the sting, usually 
the only treatment needed. 

(2) See a physician, immediately 
if you are allergy prone or have 
symptoms of shortness of breath, 
generalized swelling, wheezing, 
stomach pain, cramps, fainting or 
shock. 

A gradual conditioning for warm 
weather activities is the best 
preventative. That means starting 
slow, playing tennis for a short 
period or mowing a small part of the 
lawn daily to train your body to cope 
as temperatures soar. Clothing light 
in weight and color helps, too. 
Simply stop before you feel too 
warm. 

Heat stroke, if untreated, results 
in brain damage or probable death. 
m,. Classic symptoms are lack of per- 
spiration, extremely high fever (105 
degrees) and a history of exertion 
and exposure to the heat. 

Because heat stroke is a true 
medical emergency, the victim 
must be treated as quickly as 
possible. On the way to the 
emergency room, loosen or remove 
clothing, sponge the victim with 
water and massage arms and legs. 
Water may be given in small 
quantities. 

Dry skin and high temperature 
are frequent signs of heat stroke, a 
failure of the body’sheat elimination 
system. Dark, heavy clothing or 
rubber suits used by some to lose 
weight help bring on the condition by 
keeping heat close to the body. 

If you’re not sure the victim has 
heat stroke, it’s best to give first aid 
as though he has, rather than not 
treat on the assumption that he or 
she may have an epileptic or other 
attack. 

Heat cramps are the result of body 
loss of salt. Victims don't faint but 
have painful cramps which can be 
’• treated with salt capsules. Taking 
salt before exertion prevents 
cramps. 

Heat exhaustion is the result of 
exertion in high temperatures and 
inadequate skin cooling is present. 
Unlike heat stroke, victims are 
sweaty and salt deficient. 

Water and salt capsules prevent 
heat exhaustion. Treatment consists 
of rest and mildly salted fluids by 
mouth. 

But because heat exhaustion 
symptoms may be similiar to stroke 
and cardiovascular problems in 
older persons, victims should be 
seen by a physician to distinguish 
symptoms 

The important first step in helping 
a drowning person is to act 
decisively and get the patient out of 
the water Then make sure the 
airway is open by extending the 
person’s tongue and turning the 
head to one side 

Don’t waste time trying to get 
water out of the lungs. Start mouth 
to mouth or mouth to nose 
resuscitation immediately. Give 
oxygen, if available, and get the 
victim to an emergency facility 
quickly 

But make certain the airway is 
unobstructed Sometimes persons 
having a heart attack while 
swimming regurgitate stomach 
contents, blocking the throat and 
causing death from lack of air 
rather than from water in the lungs 
You may be able to remove upper 
airway obstruction with your 
fingers. 

It's important to act fast in diving 
accidents, too Spinal cord injuries 
are seen in the Emergency Room 
during the swimming season 
Physicians advise rescuers to get 
victims out of the water quickly and 
place them on a rigid surface ( a door 
or lashed planks) to transport them 


to emergency care. That surface, 
plus sandbags or firmly rolled 
clothing placed on each side of the 
head, may prevent severance of the 
spinal cord. 

Because victims also may have 
water in their lungs, mouth to mouth 
breathing should be started. 

The simplest precautions can 
prevent most cases of food 
poisoning Keep foods very hot or 
very cold before eating, and chill all 
foods until cooking time. 
Refrigerate prepared foods 


promptly and never leave the picnic 
basket outside for a few hours while 
the family goes hiking. 

Symptoms of food poisoning can 
occur any time within 24 hours after 
eating the spoiled foods. Severe 
vomiting, stomach cramps and 
diarrhea are key signs, although 
fatigue, dizziness, headache and 
difficulty in speaking and 
swallowing also may occur 

Be especially careful with milk, 
gravies, bread pudding, liver 
sausage, chicken, ham, bologna, 


Cheddar cheese, Hollandaise sauce, 
evaporated milk and custards 
Sandwiches and salads made with 
mayonnaise also are suspect. 

One kind of food poisoning 
(botulism, caused by improperly 
canned foods) get progressively 
worse and leads to death unless 
skilled emergency care is begun. 
Other ty pes can be fatal to the young 
and aged, so it is nothing to take 
lightly. 

Promptly take the victim to an 
emergency center, where fluid 


balance will be restored and a 
determination made of the causative 
agent in case further treatment is 
necessary. 

Only 344 deaths from insects and 
snakes have been recorded in the 
United States in nine years, but 
that's little comfort to a person who 
may have received a poisonous bite. 

Michigan is fortunate to have only 
one poisonous snake, the 
Massassagua, a member of the 
rattlesnake family whose bite is not 
usually deadly. Like other poisonous 


snakes, the Massassa&ia injects its 
venom through fangs located on the 
front upper jaw, just below the 
nostrils. If you don’t see fangs, you 
are looking at a non-poisonous 
snake. This is true worldwide. 

Keep the bitten area cold, splint it 
with pillows or rolled up 
newspapers, keep the victim still 
and take him for emergency 
treatment promptly. 

Poisonous snakebites are treated 
by chilling the bitten part, injections 
of antivenin and pain medication.

Cantaloupe is fleshy and sweet a treat that looks 
and tastes marvelous, is rich and filling but not 
fattening I he average serving of cantaloupe, (one 
half oi a melon measuring about five inches in 
diameter) contributes 100 percent of the adult 
daily requirement of vitamin C With all these 
benefits, and just 37 calories to a serving, can- 
taloupe is really a friend. 

LOOK FOR: cantaloupe that is well-webbed, well- 
formed. with a smoothly rounded depression at 
the stem end. This is called a full slip because 
the stem has come off easily and completely when 
given a slight lift by the picker, meaning that the 


melon was fully mature. Cantaloupes range in 
size from »23(the largest) to »45 (the smallest) and 
are graded by color, shape, maturity and freedom 
from defects. 

AT HOME: let cantaloupes ripen at room 
temperature. They’re ready to eat when they feel 
springy under slight pressure and have an 
inviting, distinctive aroma. Mature melons 
should stand for two or three days at home until 
they pass the ripeness test. When the cantaloupe is 
ready, halve it. remove the stringy center and 
seeds with a spoon and enjoy your melon the way 
you like it best.
